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THE FIRST SAINT MARY’S CHURCH 
HAMILTON VILLAGE 
1824-1871 
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THE BEGINNINGS AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THIS PARISH 


It seems hardly possible, now that we find ourselves in the midst of 
a great city, that in 1824 our Parish was located "out in the country". 
That was the case, however, and the work of the Church which finally 
developed into the establishment of Saint Mary's Church, Hamilton Village, 
was originally begun as a ministration to people from the city who came 
out to the country (away out west, across the Schuylkill River!) to escape 
the city's summertime heat. 

For several years before 1817, occasional Services were held in a 
village school house. Later, Services were conducted at a home at what is 
now 39th and Chestnut Streets. In 1817 it was learned that William 
Hamilton, Esq., had left in his Will some land for the use of an Episcopal 
Church; it is upon this property that Saint Mary's now stands. The 
section of the countryside was known as Hamilton (or Hamiltonville), 
and the Parish retains the name in its corporate title: Saint Mary's Church, 
Hamilton Village. 


Dy 1824, some forty members had been connected with the work, and 
about $2,000 raised for a building. In that year, Bishop White (then in 
his seventy-eighth year) laid the cornerstone: this stone now lies in the 
pavement at the tower entrance to the Church. It is this event, the laying 
of the cornerstone, which we celebrate one hundred twenty-five years later. 


In 1827, the Church was consecrated, and the Parish admitted into 
union with the Convention of the Diocese. Of the one hundred sixty-odd 
Parishes of the Episcopal Church in Philadelphia, fewer than a dozen are 
older than Saint Mary’s, and no other now existing, was established in 
West Philadelphia until nearly a score of years after 1827. 


This was largely a summer Parish until 1837, when the first Rector 
was elected. In 1844, however, occurred the election of the Rector who was 
to guide the whole of the future of the Parish: the Rev. Thomas C. 
Yarnall. During the fifty-five years of his Rectorate, he brought the 
Parish into its full development. At his retirement, Dr. Yarnall was 
elected Rector Emeritus, in which capacity he continued to serve the Parish 
until his death in 1911, at the age of ninety-six. 


In 1846 the Church was enlarged; in 1850 the Rectory was built; in 
1874 a separate building was erected for a Parish House, but in 1896 a fire 
so badly destroyed this that another (the present) Parish House was 
erected; in 1871 it was evident that the Church building was too small for 
the growing congregation, and in 1872 the cornerstone was laid for the 
present Church edifice; in 1890 the present Church was consecrated, and 
at the same time the High Altar was installed. All of these vitally impor- 
a steps were accomplished under the indefatigable leadership of Dr. 

arnall. 


These events, and others, were the firm beginnings upon which the 
influence of this Parish have been laid, and for which we have a deep 
responsibility toward the future.
